Dr. Shanley cam e here 
about

years, bought the I<’;i plantation, moved 
his fam ily, consisting of his wife and 
two young children, to it, and begun 
the cultivation of rice and other s ta ­ 
ples. 
W hen the fever appeared In New 
O rleans he refused to leave, and w hen 
it developed on Bay Barrat& ria. he vol­ 
unteered his services 
to 
assist 
In 
stam ping It out. 
He placed his steam 
launch a t the disposal of the a u th o ri­ 
ties and for days and night vlslited and 
m inistered to the sick- 
Several weeks 
ago h" w as him self stricken arn} w as 
brought to th" city and taken to the 
em ergency hospital. He rem ained th e re ' 
until he believed him self cured and be­ 
gan Im m ediately to resum e work.
